WHEREAS,  Newborn  babies  in  California  are  being  abandoned  and  frequently  die

WHEREAS,  Previous  sections  of  the  California  Health  and  Safety  Codes  may  have 
prohibited  desperate  people  from  behaving  in  a  humane  and  responsible  way;  and,

Resolution  adopting  a  goal  of  75%  landfill  diversion  by  the  year  2010  and  a  long  term 
goal  of  zero  waste,  with  the  date  set  by  the  San  Francisco  Commission  on  the 
Environment  once  the  50%  diversion  goal  is  met,  and  adopting  a  policy  of  promoting 
the  highest  and  best  use  of  discarded  materials  and  only  allowing  the  use  of  alternative 
dally  cover  to  be  counted  as  credit  toward  meeting  the  diversion  goals  if  there  are  no 
higher  and  better  uses  available,  and  urging  the  State  of  California  to  adopt  similar 
goals.

WHEREAS,  The  California  Integrated  Waste  Management  Act  of  1989  ("Act")  requires 
cities  and  counties  to  reduce,  reuse  and  recycle  (including  composting)  solid  waste  generated 
in  the  state  to  the  maximum  extent  feasible  before  incineration  or  landfill  disposal  of  waste  to 
conserve  water,  energy  and  other  natural  resources,  and  to  protect  the  environment;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  California  Integrated  Waste  Management  Board's  2001  Strategic  Plan 
has  a  goal  of  a  "zero-waste, "  but  the  Act  mandates  only  that  California  cities  and  counties 
divert  50%  from  landfills  and  does  not  set  any  subsequent  waste  reduction  goals;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  landfill  diversion  rate  increased  statewide  from  10%  to  42%  between 
1989  and  2000,  while  the  amount  of  waste  dumped  in  landfills  only  decreased  by  13%  during 
that  period;  and  San  Francisco's  diversion  rate  increased  from  35%  to  46%  between  1 990 
and  2000  (and  is  expected  to  exceed  50%  diversion  by  2003),  while  the  tonnage  from  San 
Francisco  disposed  in  landfills  actually  increased  by  over  30%;  and 

WHEREAS,  For  every  ton  of  municipal  waste  landfilled,  71  tons  of  manufacturing  and

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WHEREAS,  Disposing  of  waste  in  landfills  or  incinerators  endangers  public  health  and 
the  environment  by  polluting  the  land,  water  and  air  with  methane  and  other  greenhouse

WHEREAS,  Landfill  and  incinerator  disposal  fees  do  not  reflect  true  costs,  because

WHEREAS,  Since  the  donation  of  the  property  to  SLUG,  it  has  been  maintained  by 
them  and  by  gardeners  from  the  community  who  grow  plants  on  plots  of  land  within  the

Resolution  urging  Federal  and  State  government  action  and  employer  accountability. 

WHEREAS,  in  July  and  August  of  2001,  three  garment  factories  in  San  Francisco,  Win 
Fashions,  Wins  of  California  and  Win  Industries  of  AMERICA,  all  owned  and  operated  by 
Anna  Wong  and  Toha  "Jimmy"  Quan,  were  shut  down  by  the  State  Labor  Commissioner  for 
violations  of  labor  law  and  operating  illegally  without  a  license;  and 

WHEREAS,  approximately  240  former  employees  of  these  garment  factories,  all 
monolingual  Chinese  immigrant  women,  labored  for  3-4  months  without  pay  and  are  owed 
over  $1  million  in  back  wages  by  their  former  employer;  and, 

WHEREAS,  according  to  State  and  Federal  officials,  the  Wins  case  involves  some  of 
the  most  egregious  labor  law  violations  in  Northern  California  history;  and, 

WHEREAS,  the  Wins  garment  workers  have  still  not  received  any  of  their  back  wages; 

and, 

WHEREAS,  the  Wins  garment  workers  filed  claims  for  their  back  wages  with  the 
California  Division  of  Labor  Standards  Enforcement  (DLSE),  and  State  and  Federal  officials 
initiated  investigations  into  the  Wins  case  over  a  year  ago;  and, 

WHEREAS,  the  Wins  garment  workers  have  witnessed  little  or  no  action  and  received 
very  little  communication  from  Federal  or  State  officials  about  the  status  of  their  wage  claims; 
and, 

WHEREAS,  the  Wins  garment  workers  and  their  representative,  the  Chinese 
Progressive  Association,  are  concerned  that  Federal  officials  may  be  preparing  to  negotiate  a 
settlement  with  their  former  employer  without  consulting  with  the  workers;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  the  Wins  garment  workers  and  their  representatives,  the  Chinese 
Progressive  Association,  are  concerned  that  former  employers  Anna  Wong  and  Toha 
"Jimmy"  Quan  will  not  be  held  accountable  for  their  flagrant  violations  of  State  and  Federal 
labor  laws  protecting  the  former  Wins  garment  workers;  and, 

WHEREAS,  the  vast  majority  of  the  Wins  garment  workers  have  not  been  able  to  find 
stable  employment  since  the  factories  were  shut  down,  have  exhausted  their  unemployment 
insurance  benefits  and  find  themselves  and  their  families  in  a  desperate  economic  situation; 
now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  that  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supen^^isors  urges  the  United  States

Resolution  urging  Governor  Gray  Davis  to  sign  into  law  Senate  Bill  987,  improving 
language  access  to  government  services. 

WHEREAS,  Language  barriers  can  deprive  California  residents  of  critical  services, 
including  health  care,  labor  and  fair  wage  protection,  and  the  ability  to  leave  or  avoid  welfare; 
and 

WHEREAS,  The  lack  of  language-appropriate  services  can  lead  to  unjust  and  tragic 
consequences;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  have  been  in  the  forefront  of  efforts 
to  recognize  and  respond  to  the  needs  and  requirements  of  an  increasingly  diverse 
community,  including  through  the  use  of  multiple  language  documentation  as  relevant;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Dymally-Alatorre  Bilingual  Services  Act,  passed  in  1973,  requires 
state  departments  to  provide  bilingual  services  when  5%  or  more  of  their  consumers  speak  a 
language  other  than  English;  and 

WHEREAS,  Lack  of  monitoring  and  enforcement  mechanisms  in  the  Dymally-Alatorre 
Bilingual  Services  Act  have  resulted  in  state  departments  failing  to  comply  with  the  law;  and 

WHEREAS,  Senate  Bill  987,  introduced  by  Senator  Martha  Escutia  and  amended  in

Resolution  urging  the  U.S.  Congress  to  oppose  military  action  in  Iraq. 

WHEREAS,  The  United  States  is  one  nation  among  a  community  of  nations  and  has 
agreed  to  certain  conventions  of  international  law  including  the  United  Nations  Charter  which 
compels  its  members  to  "settle  their  international  disputes  by  peaceful  means  in  such  a 
manner  that  international  peace  and  security,  and  justice,  are  not  endangered;"  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  U.S.  Department  of  Defense  has  estimated  that  over  100,000  Iraqis 
and  269  Americans  were  killed  in  the  1991  Gulf  War  at  a  financial  cost  that  exceeded  $61 
billion,  and  this  horrible  cost  is  a  testament  to  the  gravity  of  the  issue  of  another  Iraqi  war;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  allegation  that  Iraq  currently  possesses  w^pons  of  mass  destruction 
has  not  been  substantiated  to  the  American  people  and  there  is  no  evidence  that  Iraq  ever 
targeted  U.S.  forces  with  chemical  or  biological  weapons;  and, 

WHEREAS,  When  the  U.S.  ordered  U.N.  weapons  inspectors  out  of  Iraq  in  December 
1998  in  preparation  for  the  bombing  known  as  Operation  Desert  Fox,  the  U.N.  team  had

Resolution  recognizing  and  celebrating  100  years  of  Korean  immigration  and 
contributions  to  the  United  States. 

WHEREAS,  In  December,  1902,  56  men,  21  women  and  25  children  left  Korea  and 
landed  in  Honolulu,  Hawaii  on  January  13,  1903;  and 

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco  is  the  historic  gateway  for  Koreans  migrating  to  the 
mainland  United  States;  and 

WHEREAS,  Missionaries  from  the  United  States  played  a  role  in  nurturing  the  political 
and  religious  evolution  of  modern  Korea,  and  influenced  early  Korean  immigration  to  the 
United  States;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  first  Korean  church  on  mainland  United  States  soil  is  the  Korean 
United  Methodist  Church,  established  in  San  Francisco  in  1903;  and 

WHEREAS,  Members  of  the  Korean-American  community  served  with  distinction  in 
the  Armed  Forces  of  the  United  States  during  World  War  I,  World  War  II,  and  the  Korean 
Conflict;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  the  early  1950s,  thousands  of  Koreans,  fleeing  from  war,  poverty,  and 
desolation,  came  to  the  United  States  seeking  opportunities;  and 

WHEREAS,  Korean  immigration  has  invigorated  businesses,  churches,  and  academic 
communities  in  the  United  States;  and 

WHEREAS,  According  to  the  2000  United  States  Census,  Korean  Americans  own  and 
operate  135,571  businesses  across  the  United  States,  employ  333,649  individuals,  have 
gross  sales  and  receipts  of  $16  billion  annually,  and  an  annual  payroll  of  $5.8  billion;  and 
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WHEREAS,  The  contributions  of  Korean  Americans  to  tine  United  States  include  the 
development  of  the  first  beating  heart  operation  for  coronary  artery  disease,  and 
achievements  in  agriculture,  engineering,  architecture,  medicine,  acting,  singing,  sculpture 
and  writing;  and 

WHEREAS,  Korean  Americans  play  a  crucial  role  in  maintaining  the  strength  of  vitality 
of  the  United  States  -  Korean  relationship;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  partnership  of  the  United  States  and  South  Korea  helps  maintain 
peace  and  stability  in  the  Asia-Pacific  region  and  provides  economic  benefits  to  the  people  of 
both  nations  and  to  the  rest  of  the  world;  and 

WHEREAS,  Beginning  in  2003,  communities  throughout  the  United  States  will 
celebrate  the  100'^  Anniversary  of  Korean  immigration  to  the  United  States;  and 

WHEREAS,  There  are  more  than  150,000  Korean  Americans  presently  living  in  the 
Bay  Area;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
join  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  and  the  California  Legislature  in  recognizing  the 
achievements  and  contributions  of  Korean  Americans  over  the  past  100  years;  and,  be  it

organizations  and  groups  to  observe  the  100'^  Anniversary  of  Korean  immigration  and 
contributions  to  the  United  States  with  appropriate  programs,  ceremonies  and  activities.
